F R. Fi/tz-Gerdld fornjerly a Francs hidiln Lecurerof Philofophy, ; 
and Studenrof Diviniry in 7re/4nd, having been very diligenc 
and ſtudiots in the reading of Books of Controverfies, tuch 
| as Thomas Aquinas, &c; and being very defirous to fatisfie 
and ſertle his mind upon che beſt Baſis and Foundation, 
which had Been for a long cime yery wavering,. found very ſenſibly rhac 
the Church of Rome. both in her Doarine and Manners, had departed in 
many weighty points from her primitive purity, for which the Ancient &-- 
mars in St. PauPs time were ſo highly comm ded, and their faith become 
famous throughout the Univerſe; and thac now the Church of Zome ha-

Since therefore thar'in. re/and he found fo -Jiicle 
luccels, he reſolved to travel into France and Jraly, where he.converſed_and 
of:en diipured, : with: the. moſt famous and learned of rhoſe' Nations, bur 
was no wiſer than before; andthe.more he conſider*d of their-cenecrs, he 
found nothing bur ſenſſeſs. abſurditigs conrained in ; that Idolarrous, Religion, 
and rhus concluded with himſelf, that Bo perſons of commoa ſenſe, and en- 
ducd-with any reaſon, could believe or give cheir aſſent ro them, who make 
Ienorance. the mother of Devotion, and deprive.men of.che” Word at Gad, 
which as the Apoſtle has ;g01d us, 5. only able ro make us wiſe untd ſalva- 
rion, who introduce. in the-xoom of it, their own ſeoſlels ang. ridiculous fop- 
perics, empty gaudy Pageantry, to amuſe poor ignorant ſouls with the ouc- 
ward ſplendor of ic, full of empty-Ceremonies, but quite deſticute of cc 
Innocency, meeknelſs and ſporleſs -purity, which becomes the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, as it was delivered and taught by our blefled Saviour himſelf, and 
tranſmirttd d6wn' unto. us: by:the holy Aptſtles 3. the Clikrchf$f- Rowe 
holding only thenamg-of Chriſtians, and every day betomjag ne re and 
more odious unto all perſons g. who daily forſake. her Communionyland ab- 
hor to have any ſociety with her, by reaſon of her abominable practices, 
damnable and no leſs than Atheiſtical.

My zeal for my Countrey has tranſported me thus far out of my way, now 
I reaſſume the thred of my Diſcourſe ; His friend finding no. poſſibility 
of any ſupplies from thoſe whom he was in hopes to. have received ic from, 
having aſum of Money by him reſolves at his own Coſt and Charge, to ſend .

Juſtice of the Peace Sir Wil:iam Walter, ro whom our Nation is not a lictle

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Mr. Fitz-Gerald by the affiſtance of his friend had ſeveral Letters from 
perſons of Honour to further ' him in his buſineſs, when he was landed in 
Ircland, and DireQions-given him, how co manage his buſineſs when he 
came-to- Briſtol ;. thus having at cage gotten thoſe neceſſaries which he 
wantcd through the means and enerolity of his Reverend Friend ; Mr. Fitz- 
Gerala, and this Char/eton both took Coach at the Goar Tavern near Cheer- 
ing Croſs, 0 go for Briftel, where they both arrived in a ſhort time, which 
they teſtified by many Lgters ſent to Zondon, Sr. Fohn Knight the Mayor of 
Brifol- being requeſted .co. give his, aſſiſtance, which :he accordingly per- 
formed. The wind bring Conttarys NOTE were. compelled to wait 2 for - 
nigh or three weeks, . which all chat time continued and varied very little 
from one certain poinr, nor ſufficient to land them in treland. Charlton in-. 
ſtead of being an aſſociate, and co-helper with Mr, Fitz-Gerald,-carryed him- 
ſelf very rudely rowards him, not without . opprobrious and uncivil Lan- 
guage, which he bore all along with ,great partiehice, but extreathly troubled 
1N mind, becauſe thac his buſineſs was retarded.

them, who confeſt he had them, and that he myſt, go along with him before a 
Juſtice of che Peace, who accordingly went with him, chere he ſwore 
ficively that he was a Popiſh Prieſt, and alledged High Treaſon againſt 
him, who ( although innocent of what was laid to his Charge ) com- 
mitted him to Briſtol .Gaol, where he remained three dayes, very civilly 
uſed by all the Priſonery, and eſpecially by the Maſter of the Prifon, and 
viſited by ſeveral perſons of Quality in the Town, who flacked\to ſee him, 
and there during his Confinemenc ſhewed him great reſpeRt and Kkind- 


nels.
